British Navy. Has Floating Shipbuild- 
ing Plant “ 


Every British warship carries: a 
large force cf blacksmiths and ocher 
mechanics, as wei.as a completeiy 
fitted forge and machine shop. 

Quite apart from her actual driving 
machinery, a battleship has an elec- 
tric lignting system sufficient for a 
town of ten’ thousand people; she has 
woneerful hydraulit engines for mov- 
ing her ponddrous gun turrets; she 
has others for lifting abroad her great 
launcnes and gteam picket boats; her 

0) steering is done b: machinery; and 
: she also hus elaborate appuratus. for 
distilling ssa: water. ° 

Any one.of these thay go. wrong: at 
any moment,: but, unless .he break- 
down is very serious, the repairs:are 
done aboard by er own artificers 
and electricians. ‘ 

Even quite serious damage is tem- 
porarily patched up, so that the ves- 
sel remains seaworthy. 

There was a casc in point when the 
Good Hope bumped on the rocks -n 
Plymouth Sound as she was goiug 
out to impor.ant manouevres. Her 
keel plates and ribs were driven in a 
foot in haif a dozen places, and tie 
sea spurted into her. ; 

Yet her’ own people tackled the 
-damage, and by the use of collisioa- 
mats and temporary pitches she was 
able to continue and go .hrough her 
manoeuvres before .being docked. 

The Wallaroo, one of the Australian 
cruisers, had a similar experience. 
During battle pratcice she got hit by 
a torpedo from -the Royal Arthur. 
The torpedo had not a war head, of 
course, but, all the same, it knocked 
an ugiy hole in her starboard quarter, 
and let in much more salt water than 
wus pleasant. Yet she managed to 
repair herseif, and went home from 
Jervis Bay to Sydney under her own 
steam. , 

. For the purpose of helping out 
ships when the damage is beyond the 
powers of their own crew, tle Ad- 
miraity has built a number of repair 
ships, such as ‘the Assistance, the 
Vulcan, and the Cyclops. 

The Vulcan is knoWn as u torpedo- 
store cruiser, and is in some ways the 
most remarkable vessel afloat. She -s 
a good sized craft of about seven 
thousand tons, and can steam eigh- 
teen knots, and cruise tor 10,000 miles 
' without r-coaling. 

The firs. thing you notice about 
the Vulcan are the two enormous 
cranes, or derricks, which rise amid- 
ships. shese are worked hydraulic- 
.ally and are so powerful that they 


can lift a seventy ton vessel out of! 


the: water. on to the deck within thirty 
seconds. These derricks are fastened 
into the very keel-of the ship, 
when at work cause 
tively slight list. 

‘On her deck = she carries big 
Jaunches which ca: be used for 
sweeping for mines, while down below

she may hold as mary as a hundred. 


torpedoes, as well as vast stores of 
mines. 

The Cyclops which is newer than 
the Vulcan, is a converted liner, of 
cbout eleven thousand tons. 

The lathes, punching and drilling 
machines are on the upper deck. Be- 
low she hzs a smithy with six forges, 

- a plate furnace, and a steam hammer, 
But what her people aré most proud 


make heavy castings. This is quite 
unique. No other ship in the wor!d 
is similarly fitted. 

Besides all these she has a copper- 
smiths’ shop for doing boiler repairs, 
and a perfect carpenters’ shop. There 
are also. painters’ and plumbers’ 
shops, with all modorn appliances, 
anl an electricians’ shop, where 
dynamos, armatures, and ail the sp- 
paratus of searchlights can be re- 
paired. :

Con- 
scious of all the evil for which a 
reckoning will be sought, they are 
haunted by fear of the day when the 
Allies will demand a 
German-soil.! — 
, The 'shrewdest among them foresee 

that the time must come when the al- 
lies will be their judges, stirred by 
none of their own hysterical hatred, 
but fired with an inexorable resolve to 
force them to atone, so far as may 
be, for their guilt. We cannot restore 
the smiling face of the provinces of 
Beigium and of Northern g’rance, but 
we can exact reparation, and prevent 
the recurrence of the crime. In this 
grave matter we are not mere spec- 
tators. Only our unconquered fleet 
saves us from even greater devasta- 
tion. If we do not render it impossibie 
for Germany ever to contemplate such 
monstrous wickedness again, the time 
_ will come when the iron will enter 
-into our souls also. More than any 
other nation, we are at present re- 
sponsible for the future welfare and 
security of the world.. Were we to 
' fai] the world would never again know 
| rest or ease.’ 

The _stgicism with which the French 
have watched the wrecking of their 
beautiful lana gives the measure of 
their unflinching attitude. They have 
divested themselves of outward emo- 
tion. The task which lies before them 

|is too grave and too formidable for 
heroics. They speak no more of re- 
venge, but go forth to battle with a 
grim calmness which scarcely reveals 
the white flame that glows within. 
Never has the immortal and un- 
,quenchable spirit of France risen to 
nobler heights than in these days of 
sadness. The world sees afresh the 
great truth visible throughout the 
ages, that France is indestructible and 
| possesses a spirit that will surVive 
' every shock. Amid the ruins of these 
battered towns, a new France i being 
| created against whom all the guns 
{that Krupp ever made might thunder 
in. vain. France is fighting like our- 
selves. for more than her own fair 
cities and plains. She is bearing the 
brunt of this mignty struggle so that 
happiness and security may be fre- 
stored to the world which hag lost 
them. She is giving the blood of her 
best freely and without a moan. She 
has already achieved military tri- 
umphs greater than Napoleon. ever 
knew, for she has withsto the on-

has stealthily planned for years to 
accomplish her overthrow. She has de- 
veloped new arts of warfare, and 
against her impregnable lines the 
enemy storm in vain. Soon, with her

their failure woula mean the Ger- 
manization of the world and that 
means, aS we see in France and Bel- 
gium, the preliminary destruction of 
modern civilization as we have known 
it. The dream of holding the world 
in fee has attracted the distorted 
minds of many conquerors. It has 
never been realized and never will .b< 
realized. An inevitable fate. awaits 
the nation which goes to war with the 
ueliberate intention of flouting every 
law of God and man.—London Times.

True to ‘their reputation as lovers 
of the artistic, when, during the war 

14870, the German army arew near 

-he French capital, one of the first 
easures the Parisians took was to 

nace the arc treasures of the Louvre 
in safety. The paintings of Raphael, 
“fiticn, Paolo, Veronese, Rembrandt 
and Rubens were Carefully packed 
and shipped to Brest. There ,they 
vould,’ it nocessary, be put on. ship 
vo0ard and taken from the country. 

It Was not so easy to save the 
pieces of marb.o statuary for their 
weight and fragility. made them dif- 
ficult to handle but the French de- 
termined that the famous Venus otf 
Milo, ‘ at “least. should not fall: into 
the hands of the Prussians. 

‘So they took ‘her down from her 
pedestal, and laid , her.in q casket 
carefully padded and ‘ wrapped. At 
night the cakket was taken out 
through a secret door, and hid secret- 
ly in the cellar of the police prefec- 
cure, at the end of a certain secret 
passageway. 

TLey walled in the .casket, and 
cleverly gave the wall an appearance 
of great age and dilapidation, In 
front of this ‘wall they laid a num- 
ber of valuable public: documents, so 
that if they bhould happen to be 
found, thcir importance would | lead

nothing else hidden there. In front 
of the papers they built another wall.

The Island of Cyprus 


The Most Valuable ‘and Important nn 
: the Levant Mat 

The island of Cyprus,’ which © has 
been anneked by Greac Britain, tol- 
lowing a deciaration of war on Tur- 
key, ig the most valuabi2 and im- 
portant in the Levant. It had an area 
of 3,854 square miles and ig, situated 
in the Mediterranean sea near the 
mouth of-vne gulf of Iskanderua, 
sixty miles west of Latakia, in Syria,. 
with which it's connected by cable. 

It has nominally been g part of the 
Turkish empire, . though for some 
years virtually a British possession, 
governed by a British high commis- 
sioner. Its mines yield asbestos, 
gypsum, red jasper, copper, gold and 
silver. The copper mines once were 
among the most valuable in the 
world, and from the name ,of the .s- 
land the metal received its name 
kypros, changed through the. Latin 
and Saxon into copper. : 

The moun‘ains are covered witn 
valuable timber, chiefly conifers. 
Silk, wine and tobacco are among 
thé important products of the island 
and tropical fruits are grown in 
abundance, Salt also is obtained on 
the island. The principal cities are 
Nicosia, the capital, and Larnaca. 

Cyprus originally was peopled by 
the Phoenicians, and afterward was 
colonized by tne Greeks who dedi- 
cated it to. Venus, establishing the 
most celebrated temple to this god- 
dess at Paphcs. Successively the 
island belonged to the Assyrians, the 
Persians, the Egyptians, the Ro- 
mans and the Byzantines and was. 
one of the frst places, out of Pales- 
tine, to receive the gospel. 

During the crusades Richard I. of 
England took it from the Moham- 
medans and gave it to the’princes of 
the Lusignan family. Afte> it nad 
belonged to Venice for a century .t 
was conquered by the Turks in 1571. 

In 1878 it was conveyed by treaty 
to Great Britain, the sultan retain- 
ing the sovereignty of the izland and 
accepting an annual payment of 
money in lieu of its revenues. its 
‘population is about 300,000, of which 
number about 70,000 are Mohamme- 
dans, the others belonging to the 
Greek church. ;

The Nature of Clays. 

Probaniy one of the greacé.¢ natural 
resources. of the west 8 tne supply 
of Clay and shale, suitable for ordinary 
manufacturing’ purposes. Investiga- 
tions now going on indicate that clays 
will be found adapted to: the manutac- 
ture of more valuable kinds of cera- 
mic goods as woll, such as porcelain 
and china, cis .

So 
far very little fire clay has been found 
in Western Canada. Any clay under- 
lying a coal bed is often called fire 
clay, but this is decidedly a misuse f 
the name. h 

‘Brick clays—The main requirement 

is an’easily moulde: clay and on bur.a- 
ing hard at « low temperature and 
having small loss from cracking and 
warping. Common red burning brick 
are made from low grade clay or 
shale. Pressed brick require a higher 
grade of material: Paving brick should 
be plastic, and have good strengta 
and a wide range of temperature be- 
tween vitrification and fusion. Fire- 
proofing c.ays shoul. also ve plasuc 
and burn to a kard but not vitriti-d 
Ludy at « low temp-rature. - 

Sewer pipes are vitrified and hence 
the ¢lays must be 1. _ in fluxes. They 
-should also have a wide range of tem- 
perature between vitrification and fus- 
ion on.a proper glaze. Good sewer pipe 
clays are rare in Alberta, 

Térra Cotta clays are of many kinds 
but generally a semi-fire clay. Thay 
are usually buff burning. 

Stoneware clays are also generally 
semi-refractory and must burn to a 
dense body. 

Cement shales or clays must be vf 
such composition as to give a proper 
burning mix with limestone or marl. 
They should be free from grit.

Hon. David Lioyd George, 
telling of his recent visit to tht battle- 
fields in France, gays in part: —

A prisoner of war was just being: 
brought into the French -ines, He 
was wounded and looked ill and im’ 
pain. The French general with 
whom I had gone to tha front, went 
up ‘o the wounded Prussian and told 
him he need not worry, as he would 
be taken striight to a hospital and 
looked after as if he were one of our 
own men. The Prussian replied: 
‘We treat your wounded in exactly-

“It was a curious rivalry under 
these conditions, for you could hear 
the whizz of German shells and the 
shudcering crack with which they 
exploded, dealing out death and de- 
struction in the French trenches 
close by.

Perhaps the most curious ferryboat 
to be found in the world is at Simla, 
India, says a writer in the Strand 
Magazine. The river that flows to the

The 
goggles protect the eyes from galt 
water and enable the diver to see 
clearly. ‘ 

In the early morning launches tow 
long strings of. outrigger canoes, some- 
times twenty or twenty-five, out to the 
diving grounds. Entire families travel 
to the scene of operations, as well as 


their dogs and other pets, along, and 


pass the day, in their canoes. 

The diver uses manila rope, one end 
of which is fastened securely to the 
anchored canoe, while to the other is 
attached a weight of twenty-two to 
twenty-six pounds. When ready to de- 
scend he takes two or three long 
breaths: to expand his lungs, fills his 
lungs with air, takes hold. of the 
weighted rope, jumps in and is car- 
ried to the bottom. There he leis go 
of the rope and collects the shell, 
which is placed in a woven basket 
made from fish net. This basket 
holds * sixty-six to seventy-seven 
pounds of, snell and takes ‘several 
dives to fill as the diver can remain 
under water only one to three minutes 
at a time. When the basket is filled 
it is drawn into the canoe and the 
shells are opened. 

Native divers descend to consider- 
able depths, more than 130 feet being 
frequently attained, but shell is not

“I believe, dear Dr. Shaper, that 
the judgment on this paramount ques- 
tion has been formed. That judg- 
ment is not based upon the‘lies and 
calumnies*of the enemies of Ger- 
many, nor upon the careless publica- 
tions contained in the newspapers, but 
upon a profound study of the official 
correspondence in the case. What 
do the official qocuments prove? : 

After reviewing the evidence Mr.

Oh, 
that we might have again a 'Germany 
that we could respect, a Germany of 
true peace, of true progress, of true 
culture, modest and not boastful, for 
ever rid of her war lords: and her 
armed hosts, and turning once more 
to the uplifting influetice of such lea- 
ders as Luther, Goethe, Beethoven, 
and Kant! But Germany, whether 
you win or lose in this war, has fallen, 
and.the once glorious nation must 
continue to pursue its course i> dark- 
ness and murder until conscience at 
last bids it withdraw its armies back 
to its own boundaries there to hope 
for the world’s pardon upon this in- 
expiable damnation.—London Times. 


Polar Expedition 


Surviving Members of a Russian Ex- 
pedition Have. Just Returned 
From Frozen North ‘ 

A press. dispatch has reported the 
arrival at Archangel of the surviving 
members of the expedition which left 
Russia in the autumn of 1912, under 
Captain Sedov, in the hope of reach- 
ing the North Pole by way of Franz 
Josef Land. The survivors report the 
death of their leader from ‘ illness, 
while attempting to sledge north from 
Franz Josef Land. This expedition 
was financed chiefly by: 1 
known St, Petersburg newspaper, the 
“Novoya Vremja,” and was generally 
believed to be badly equipped when 
it started north. e@ undertaking wag 
not favored by the Russian govern- 
ment. Sedoy’s previous Arctic exper- 
ience had included an expedition to 
the mouth of the Kolyma in 1909, and 
one to Nova Zembla in 1910, but the 
impression prevailed when he left 
Russia on his final journey that neith- 
er he nor his men kad sufficient skill, 
training or equipment to give hope of 
valuable results from their expedition, 
The winter of 1912;13 was spent at the 
Pankratiev Islands, off the northwest 
coast of Nova Zembla.

‘return to Russia on account of illness, 
The others. were supposed to have 
sailed for Franz Josef Land, but as 
no further tidings were received of 
them the Russian authorities recently 
sent an expedition in search of them 
on the steamer “Hertha,”

Are Warned to 
Eat Sparingly 


“You Are Helping the Enemy When 
You Do Not Choose Right 
Foodstuffs” 

An ominous warning is sounded to 
German housewives in all- classes of 
society in a semi-official article circu- 
.lating in German newspapers, entitled 
“What Shall We Eat?” It sounds the 
first note of alarm in that battle of 
the “silver bullet” which eventually 
must be a prime factor in bringing 

the war to an end. , 

Munich, in common with other cities 
throughout Germany, took over the 
task of enlightening the public on the 
condition of the-nation’s larder. The 
bad fortunes of the war called into 
being a new statistical department, 
and a commission of food economists 
was appointed. That commission is 
now telling the German. people — the 
way to live sparingly in. war time, 
and how every little sacrifice at meal 
times will strengthen the nation’s re- 
sistance to the growing shortage of 
the food supplies. “Save as much of 
the white bread as possible, and try 
to substitute black bread or bread 
made of mixed white and rye flour,” 
is one of the recommendations. 

The commission appeals: to the peo- 
ple, when they prepare the daily menu 
or sit in restaurants, always to bear 
in mind the enemy’s wicked plan o9f 
forcing Germany to lay down her arms 
by starvation. “Remember,” it says, 


you are helping the enemy when 


you do not choose the right foodstu‘fs 
and consume them frugally.” 

The German housewife is asked to 
be careful when she makes soup not 
to make it of rice, lentils, peas or 
white beans, as these supplies are 
largely imported from hostile coun- 
tries over seas, but to substitute if 
possible pota.oes, barley and certain 
kinds of roots, including turnips. She 
is to find substitutes also for fats and 
oils used at meal times, to encourage 
the eating of beef, pork and home 
grown fruit, and to buy as little calves’ 
meat.as possible. There is a special 
appeal’ for economy in the grocery 
department in regard to tinned meats 
and fish, pepper and salt. The house- 
wife is advised to throw nothing away 
and to ask her husband to drink less

The commission reminds the. nation 
that it ought not to live in two separ- 
ate parts—one part throwing its whole

Parisian Boy: 
Saves Soldiers 


He Hurries Them to Garret, Skirm 
_ ishes for Food and Manages to 
Hide Them For Days , 
How a school boy of Paris, gixteen 
years old, who was spendin3 his vaca- 
tion. with his aunt at Roye, saved ten 
Engiishmen, escaped prisoners, and 
hid them for days in.a garret while 
the Germans were in possession of the 
town, is told' in a letter published ia 


the Figaro, written .by a French sold- 


ier. 

According to the letter, nine English 
soldiers, with an ouicer, who had suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the Germans, 
arrived at Roye the day before the 
Germans Occupied the place, and, tired 
.out, managed to drag themselves to 


the house where the boy and his aunt - 


were stopping. They were received 
with open arms, but had hardly install- 
ed themselves before the German ad- 
y vance guard came pouring into tne 
town. The boy hurried the English- 
men into the garret. There tley huca- 
died while a Gerinan officer was 
knocking: at the door. The officer, wei 
informed through spies of the re- 
sources of the town, insisted on quar- 
tering in a disused chapel on tie pro 
perty twénty men. 

In the house at the time besides thw 
boy and his aunt were women refugees 
who took shclter t ere. The party in 
all numbered sixteen. The lad tried 
to make himself as useful as possible 
to the Germans, in order to keep im 
their good graces, and succeeded. im 
gaining their confidence. The grea¥ 
trouble was food. The German 
placed the entiréplaee on rations, 20) 
grams of bread a person a day, With 

‘sixteen rations of bread they’ 
forced to sustain twenty-six. However, 


the boy managed to forage about and. 


obtain at least sufficient foo. to sacis- 
fy the cravings of hunger. 

Atter five days of incarceration up 
in ‘the garret the British soldiers, a »- 
prived of air and light, became a s- 
perate. Under the surveillance evyisr- 
ing for the Englishmen to come out it 


meant death for them and for the- 
family.
